WOMEN'S CLUBS TO HOLD INDUS- 
| TRIAL CONFERENCE IN WASHINGTON 


A conference for the purpose of 
discussing the problems of women 
n gainful employment will be held 
in Washington, D. C., under the 
sponsorship of the Woman’s Bureau 
of the U. S. Department of Labor 
beginning January i8 and continu- 
ing three days. Dr. Mariana Ber- 
tola, president of the California Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, who will 
be in Washington for the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs board 
meeting on January 12th will also 
attend the industrial conference. 

Mrs. John D. Sherman, president 
of the General Federation of Wo- 
men’s Clubs, will preside at the af- 
ternoon session on January 20th 
when the subjects of Industrial 
Hygiene and Publie Health will be 
discussed. Hon. John J. Davis, Sec- 
retary of Labor, will be the principal 
speaker at the opening session. Dr. 
Bertola has taken an active interest 
for many years in publie welfare 
work. All National Women’s organ- 
izations having a large proportion of 
women members have been asked to 
send delegates. ‘The General Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs has been 
asked to send three delegates from 
their National organization. All 
presidents of State Federations of 
Women’s Clubs, and chairmen of 
the Departments of Public Welfare 
and the committees on Problems of 
Industry have also been asked to 
come or to send representatives as 
‘Be Secretary of Labor 
endorsing the eonference says: 

“There ane eight and a half mil- 
lion employa® women and their num- 
ber is inergasimg rather than decreas- 
Tt seents to me this situation 
creates speéial problems which call 
for careful consideration of means 
by which to safeguard the mothers 
and potential mothers of the nation. 
Tn the last decalle the increase of 
married women in manufacturing 
and meehanical industries was 41 
per cent. In the occupations con- 
nected with trade there has been an 
inerease of 48 per cent for all women
